Amss& 1-31 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because toe prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
Seated legs, side panels positioning elements and floor panel arrangement, whereby the side and end panels operatively engage the 
legs in a slideable manner whereby a play area is defined in an assembled state. 

,, tai ms 32 and 37 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Brankovic. See Figure 4 and col. 1 , line 50 through 
feline 52, whereby Brankovic is detailed as having cooperative panel sections with cut-outs to define openings and a plurality of 
rod assemblies received within the openings.
